•  Having  always  been  a  lover  of  flowers,  I  first  became  interested  in 
water  lilies  after  reading  an  article  in  the  American  Magazine  many 
years  ago.  Studying  the  situation  over  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that 
Beaver  Crossing  with  its  abundant  supply  of  artesian  water  would  be  an 
ideal  place  to  propogate  water  lilies.  I  purchased  a  small  tract  of  land 
and  constructed  some  concrete  pools  and  then  began  to  look  for  the 
varieties  of  lilies  I  wished  to  stock.  My  original  stock  came  from  various 
sources  in  the  United  States  and  some  from  foreign  countries.  It  was  not 
long  till  I  realized  that  my  business  was  out  growing  the  size  of  my  pools. 

Additional  land  was  then  added  until  I  now  have  one  of  the  largest 
water  gardens  in  the  United  States. 

WE  CROW  THE  BEST 

•  Abundance  in  blossom  is  the  one  thing  I  demand  of  all  my  lilies.  Prac¬ 
tically  all  of  the  lilies  that  are  shy  in  bloom  have  been  discarded  and  re¬ 
placed  with  new  and  better  varieties.  No  new  varities  have  been  listed 
in  my  catalogue  until  they  have  first  been  given  a  thorough  trial  as  to 
their  sturdiness,  formation  of  blossoms,  duration  of  bloom,  and  distinc¬ 
tiveness  of  color. 

WHY  OUR  LILIES  ARE  OF  THE  BEST 

•  All  Hardy  Water  Lilies  should  become  dormant  for  a  rest  period  of  a 
few  months.  In  many  of  the  warmer  climates  the  lilies  must  be  dug  and 
forced  dormant  whereas  in  this  section  of  the  United  States  lilies  go 
dormant  naturally  and  then  start  growing  when  the  first  warm  days 
appear.  All  bulbs  shipped  from  our  gardens  are  taken  from  the  pools  at 
the  time  of  shipping  and  are  in  a  growing  stage  when  shipped.  There  is  no 
delay  in  them  putting  out  new  leaves  almost  immediately  after  you  plant 
them  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  a  few  short  weeks  until  the  blossoms 
start  to  come  and  continue  throughout  the  season. 


HOW  TO  ORDER 

TERMS  AND  POLICIES — Order  early.  This  is  most  important.  In 
May  and  early  June  we  are  always  crowded,  so  to  have  the  plants  at 
the  time  you  wish  them  it  is  better  to  have  your  order  in  early. 

HOW  AND  WHEN  WE  SHIP— Water  I  ilies  and  aquatic  plants  may 
be  shipped  any  time  in  the  year.  Water  lilies  may  be  planted  at  any 
time  but  we  can  not  ordinarily  take  them  from  the  pools  before  the 
end  of  March. 

SHIPPING  COSTS — All  pla  nts  will  be  shipped  parcel  post  prepaid. 
If  you  wish  your  plants  by  express  they  will  be  sent  collect. 

In  all  orders  for  goldfish  add  fifty  cents  for  shipping  can.  All 
fish  are  shipped  express  collect  including  those  in  collections. 

REMITTANCES — Make  all  checks  and  money  orders  payable 
to  Smiley’s  Water  Gardens.  We  do  not  ship  C.O.D. 

GUARANTEE— All  plants  are  guaranteed  to  be  true  to  name 
and  in  good  condition  when  shipped.  Due  to  conditions  over 
which  we  have  no  control,  weather  and  care,  we  do  not  assume 
any  responsibility  for  results  after  planting.  Complaints,  if  any, 
can  be  considered  only  when  tendered  at  the  time  when  plants 
are  received. 

Culture  of  Water  Lilies 

Water  lilies  are  so  easily  and  successfully  grown  by  those  that 
have  had  no  previous  experience  that  by  following  these  simple 
directions  one  may  be  assured  of  an  abundance  of  beautiful 
flowers  throughout  the  season.  Once  planted,  the  pool  needs 
very  little  care,  no  hoeing,  nor  watering  that  is  so  necessary  for 
growing  most  other  varieties  of  flowers.  All  that  is  required  to 
grow  water  lilies  is  fertile  soil,  still  water  and  plenty  of  sunlight. 

It  is  unnecessary  to  drain  the  pool  during  the  growing  season; 
simply  replace  the  evaporation.  Shortly  after  planting  the  water 
may  become  green  from  the  fertilizer  used  in  the  soil.  Allow 
the  water  to  run  in  and  overflow  the  pool  if  this  condition  arises. 

Establishing  the  Water  Garden 

FERTILIZERS — Most  any  garden  loam  will  give  good  results. 

The  best  fertilizers  are  cow  manure  well  rotted  if  possible  and 
bone  meal.  Cow  manure  at  the  rate  of  one  part  to  five  parts 
garden  loam.  Commercial  fertilizers,  one  pound  to  each  cubic 
foot  of  soil. 

TIME  OF  PLANTING — Hardy  water  lilies  may  be  planted  as 
soon  as  they  begin  to  show  growth  in  the  spring,  usually  about 
April  first  and  they  may  be  planted  up  to  the  last  of  August  with 
good  results. 

DURATION  OF  BLOOM — Hardy  water  lilies  begin  blooming 
early  in  May  in  this  section  of  the  country  and  continue  until 
frost.  The  flowers  open  every  morning  and  close  late  in  the 
afternoon.  You  are  assured  of  several  flowers  from  each  root 
every  day  throughout  the  season.  Each  individual  blossom  lasts 
about  four  days. 


Splendida 

COLOR — Hardy  water  lilies  may  be  obtained  in  white,  several 
tones  of  red,  yellow  and  many  shades  of  both  light  and  dark 
pink,  also  copper  and  changeable  colors.  There  are  no  blue  hardy 
water  lilies. 

Important 

When  you  receive  your  shipment  of  roots  unpack  at  once 
and  place  them  in  water  until  ready  to  plant.  Should  you  need 
to  keep  them  for  some  time  before  planting  it  is  best  to  sub¬ 
merge  fully  one-half  the  root  in  mud  and  cover  with  water. 

How  to  Plant 

Two  methods  are  used  in  planting,  in  boxes  or  by  spreading 
the  soil  over  the  bottom  of  the  pool  to  the  required  depth.  Both 
have  their  good  points.  Plants  will  do  much  better  when  they 
have  plenty  of  root  room.  If  you  use  boxes  make  them  one  foot 
square  and  one  foot  deep.  Each  lily  should  have  at  least  one 
cubic  foot  of  soil. 

DISTANCE  APART  TO  PLANT — A  pool  six  by  six  will 
accommodate  four  lilies  and  the  necessary  floating  and  bog 
plants  very  nicely.  A  pool  twelve  feet  in  diameter  will  accom¬ 
modate  up  to  ten  lilies  together  with  the  other  plants  necessary 
to  complete  the  pool. 

CONTAINERS  FOR  THE  PLANTS — We  like  the  large  size 
candy  pails  for  a  single  lily.  If  these  are  not  available  boxes  may 
be  made  from  any  rough  boards  one  inch  thick  and  twelve  inches 
wide.  Permanent  boxes  may  be  built  of  brick  or  concrete  but 
movable  boxes  are  preferred  as  they  may  be  placed  in  the  base¬ 
ment  during  the  winter. 

SAND  TO  COVER  THE  BOXES — One  inch  layer  of  sand  or 
gravel  over  the  boxes  after  planting  will  help  to  keep  the  water 
clear. 

INSECT  ENEMIES — Plant  I  ice  or  aphis  are  the  only  common 
pests  of  water  lilies.  They  are  easily  controlled  by  washing  off 
with  a  strong  spray  from  the  hose  and  the  fish  eat  them.  “Black 
Leaf  40’’  mixed  according  to  directions  rids  the  plant  of  this 
louse. 

Mosquitoes  and  Goldfish 


Gladstone 


It  is  recommended  that  goldfish  be  kept  in  all  water  lily  pools.  Not  only  are  they 
interesting  but  they  will  eat  the  mosquito  larvae  and  aid  in  keeping  the  water  clear. 
Twelve  fish  to  a  four  by  six  pool  is  the  best  proportion. 

Winter  Care  of  the  Pool 

Hardy  water  lilies  need  no  protection  other  than  from  direct  freezing  of  the  roots. 
Artificial  pools  should  be  emptied  to  prevent  damage  to  the  walls  from  ice.  It  is  best  to 
empty  the  pool  and  fill  with  straw  or  any  other  litter  and  cover  over  with  boards.  The 
lilies  may  be  removed  to  the  basement  and  kept  moist  and  protected  from  mice. 

CARE  OF  GOLDFISH— In  cl  imates  where  the  pool  freezes  over  it  is  recommended 
that  they  be  removed  to  the  basement  in  a  tank  or  large  tubs.  Feed  very  sparingly.

Ornamental  pools  are  a  never-ending  source  of 
delight.  Form  early  spring  until  late  in  fall,  your 
garden  pool  sets  a  beautiful  stage  for  enjoyment  of 
colorful  fish  and  aquatic  plants.  The  ornamental 
pool  is  the  center  of  enjoyment  in  your  “outdoor 
living  room." 

Designing  the  Pool 

The  general  character  of  your  garden — whether 
it  is  formal,  or  informal  in  a  natural  setting — will 
suggest  the  style. 

Small  species  of  water  lilies  require  only  a  small 
pool — three  feet  or  more  in  diameter.  Larger  varie¬ 
ties  must  have  a  pool  at  least  six  feet  wide.  Depth 
depends  upon  the  type  of  planting.  For  water  lilies, 
a  depth  of  at  least  22  inches  is  desirable. 

Carden  pools  may  be  combined  with  rock  gar¬ 
dens,  often  with  a  miniature  waterfall  running 
down  a  rocky  course  into  the  pool. 

Building  the  Pool 

Excavate  to  the  required  depth  including  the 
thickness  of  the  floor.  Pools  with  vertical  sides  are 
built  with  forms.  If  the  soil  is  firm,  no  outside  form 
is  needed. 


Pools  with  sloping  sides  often  are  built  by  “plas¬ 
tering”  a  stiff  concrete  in  place.  Wire  mesh  rein¬ 
forcement  is  used.  Natural  rock  may  be  set  in  the 
concrete. 

Pools  having  curved  or  irregular  shaped  walls  are 
made  with  forms  of  20  gauge  galvanized  iron, 
readily  bent  to  the  desired  shape. 

Reinforcement 

Reinforcement  should  be  used  as  shown  in  the 
accompanying  drawings.  Place  the  floor  and  walls  in 
one  operation  to  avoid  construction  joints. 

Support  the  interior  wall  forms  across  the  top  of 
the  excavation  so  that  the  bottom  hangs  six  inches 
from  the  bottom  of  the  pit.  Spreaders,  or  braces, 
extending  across  the  pool  from  one  form  to  the 
other,  prevent  bulging  when  the  forms  are  filled 
with  concrete. 

Making  the  Concrete 

Strong,  durable,  watertight  concrete  is  easily 
made.  Most  important  is  the  amount  of  water  used 
per  sack  of  cement. 

Use  about  4Vz  to  5  gallons  of  water  per  sack. 

The  correct  mix  (determined  by  a  trial  batch) 
should  be  plastic,  holding  its  shape  well,  but  not 
crumbly.  If  too  stiff,  use  slightly  less  sand  and 
gravel;  if  “runny,”  add  sand  and  gravel  until  the 
proper  proportion  is  obtained. 


1.  Make  a  dry  mix  of  about  1  part  Portland 
cement,  2  parts  clean  sharp  sand,  2Vz  to  3  parts 
clean  gravel.  Mix  thoroughly  until  the  color  is 
uniform — no  gray  or  brown  streaks. 

2.  Add  correct  amount  of  water  and  mix  until 
sand  and  pebbles  are  thoroughly  coated  with  cement 
paste. 

The  concrete  should  be  placed  within  30  minutes. 


Placing  the  Concrete 

Oil  the  inside  of  the  forms  so  that  concrete  will 
not  stick  to  them.  First  place  the  concrete  for  the 
floors.  Then  deposit  the  concrete  for  the  walls  in 
6  or  8-inch  layers  all  around  the  pool,  spading  each 
layer  as  it  is  placed.  A  garden  hoe,  straightened  out, 
makes  a  good  spading  tool. 

Often,  pools  are  built  partly  above  grade.  A 
foundation  two  or  three  feet  deep  should  be  used. 

Curing 

Do  not  permit  newly  placed  concrete  to  dry  out. 

Protect  it  from  sun  and  drying  wind  for  a  week  to 
10  days.  A  covering  of  burlap  or  canvas,  sprinkled 
often  enough  to  keep  it  moist,  is  a  satisfactory  cov¬ 
ering  while  curing. 


The  Miniature  Pool  or  Tub  Garden 


Only  your  ingenuity  and  the  space  you  have  available  limit  you  in 
designing  your  lily  pool.  It  can  be  formal  or  informal  to  harmon¬ 
ize  with  the  general  arrangement  of  your  garden.  Interesting 
effects  can  be  obtained  by  setting  native  rocks  in  the  concrete. 


Plan  and  cross  section  of  a  simple  garden  pool. 


The  most  inexpensive  is  the  tub  garden.  Not 
much  room  is  needed — only  three  or  four  feet 
square  makes  a  very  nice,  small  water  garden. 
Choose  a  sunny  spot  and  sink  a  wash  tub  or  half 
barrel  in  the  ground.  Two  or  three  tubs  are  some¬ 
times  grouped  together  filling  in  the  space  with 
perennials  or  rock  plants.  The  tub  should  be  filled 
with  five  or  six  inches  of  good  garden  loam  with  a 
big  handful  of  commercial  fertilizer  well  mixed  in. 
At  intervals  of  three  weeks  a  spoonful  of  fertilizer 
added  to  each  plant  will  tend  to  produce  more 
blossoms. 


Almost  finished — an  interesting  small  pool  built  without  forms 
by  plastering  the  concrete  in  place. 
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A  more  elaborate  pool  with  fountain,  waterfall  and  drain.  Lily 
tubs,  formed  in  the  floor  of  the  pool,  provide  ample  depth  for 
the  larger  varieties  of  water  lilies.

In  the  many  years  we  have  been  growing  water  lilies,  we  are  often  asked 
which  are  the  best  varieties  and  from  the  standpoint  of  hardiness,  abundance 
of  bloom,  color  and  so  forth,  we  have  decided  that  the  following  varieties  are 
our  choice: 


ATTRACTION — This  beautiful  red  variety  is  my  choice  of  all 
the  water  lilies.  The  petals  are  garnet  red  tipped  with  rose, 
the  septals  are  almost  white,  and  as  the  blossom  ages  it  be¬ 
comes  a  rich  deep  red  with  garnet  streaked  septals.  The 
blossom  is  unusually  large  reaching  eight  inches  in  diameter. 
It  is  vgiorous,  thrifty  and  a  very  free  bloomer.  One  of  the  first 
to  bloom  in  our  gardens  in  the  spring  and  the  last  to  stop 
blooming  in  the  fall.  Dr.  R.  B.  Seagfrid  of  East  Syracuse,  New 
York,  says  that  five  weeks  after  planting  his  Attraction  had 
six  large  buds  above  the  water  ready  to  bloom.  $3.50.
